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Section  2:  The  Novel 

In  this  section  students  will  complete  a novel  study.  Students  may  choose  from  one  of  the  following  novels: 

• Cowboys  Don ’t  Cry  by  Marilyn  Halvorson 

• Peacekeepers  by  Dianne  Linden 

• Sees  Behind  Trees  by  Michael  Dorris 

• Who  Is  Frances  Rain?  by  Margaret  Buffie 

Suggestions  for  choosing  the  novel  were  provided  in  Module  1. 

Note:  Who  Is  Francs  Rain?  has  some  swearing  in  the  dialogue. 

• In  Lesson  1 your  student  will  receive  tips  for  reading  and  studying  a novel.  You  may  wish  to  help  your 
student  make  arrangements  for  forming  a reading  circle,  as  this  will  be  an  important  focus  during 
Lessons  2 to  4. 

• In  Lesson  2 your  student  will  read  the  first  third  of  the  novel  and  discuss  it  with  a reading  circle. 

• In  Lesson  3 your  student  will  read  the  middle  third  of  the  novel  and  discuss  it  with  a reading  circle.  Your 
student  will  also  begin  a sociogram  and  a character  web. 

• In  Lesson  4 your  student  will  read  the  last  third  of  the  novel  and  discuss  it  with  a reading  circle.  The 
student  will  complete  the  sociogram  and  character  web.  As  well,  your  student  will  respond  to  the  novel 
as  a whole. 

Remind  your  student  to  contact  the  teacher  if  there  are  any  concerns  about  the  assignments.  Feedback  is 
important  for  the  learning  process.  Although  assessment  helps  measure  progress,  feedback  often  offers 
strategies  for  improvement  before  the  next  assignment.
